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that be who violates the law oofht to 
pay its penalty, and the only way in 
which society can be protected — the 
only security you have (or your home 
and for the childen who may come af- 
ter yon — is to aid the courts in every 
possible way y on can in seeinf tbt 
law vindicated. 

AIDtKC ENDS OP JUaTICB. 

As a rnie, a man who is impaneled 
as a grand juror and who nndertakas 
to Investigate charges that have been 
brought before him when the 6nal rt- 
port is made by the loreman and the 
jury dlocbarged, imagines that his 
doty to the Commonwealth is at an 
I end. Such, gentlemen, is not the 
I cose. It is just as much incumbent 
’ u| on you in yonr private capacity as 
cit'zen to alll the officers of Uie law 
and of tbecouitsin bringing crimi- 
nals to justice as it is incumbent upon 
you impaneled as grand jurors of this 
Commonwealth. But that is one of. 
the mistakes that a large majority o' 
the p< o,-i!e of this State makes, that 
when a jui or is discharged tiom ser- 
vice in the courts, be feels himself ab- 
I solved from all farther duty In assist- 
! ing the officers of the law in bringing 
abont the tbo ough vindication of the 
law. 

As I said, this people at the present 
time is bowed down with nnuttersbla 
grief. The head oi the nation has 
been shot down by the merciless hand 
of the a'satsin. No fair-minded man, 
no lover of jm ticc, no citizen who has 
the welfare of this great conotry at 
heart can approve of sneh an act. 
Upon the contrary, be mast, as a nec- 
essity, not only deplore and condemn 
such an act, bat be must wish that 
I the day shall speedily come when 
I such acta shall be impossible. 

j THR OOFRRL TSAGROV 

I Whilst this is (he case, and whilst 
onr citizens are gathering In pnblie 
.issemblages and ezpressing by rcao- 
I Intion their condemnation ol that act; 
while the pnipits tbrongbont the 
country on yesterday not only sent 
up supplications to the Throne ol 
Groce that the life of the President 
should be spared, which all of us sin- 
cerely hope for, I desire tossy to yon, 
gentlemen, in all candor and in all 
f^eriousnesa that it baa not been two 
years since this grand old Common- 
wealth was shaken from center to cir- 
cumlerence by a siminar tragedy. In 
the light of broad day, upon tha Cap- 
itol square of your city, one of the 
pioudcst, the ablest and the most re- 
spected citizens of your Common- 
wealth was stricken down In a some- 
what similar manner. It Is an old 
adage, but it is a true one, that times 
change and men change with them. 
At the time ol that occurrence, and 
when the law-sbidlng and liberty-lov- 
ing people of the Commonwealth were 
condemning that action, it is deplora- 
ble and humiliating to have to admit 
that there were certain elements with- 
in the Commonwealth of Kentucky 
that if they did not openly approve of 
the act were at least willing to excuse 
it ; not only willing to excuse it, but 
many of them were willing to ahlld 
the criminal, whoever be might be. 

ANARCHY NOT DENOUNCXO. 

At that time there were no public 
meetings upon the part of the people 
who are now proposing to denounce 
anarchy and anarchism. The pnipits 
os a rule sent up no supplication to 
the Throne ol Grace that the life of 
William Goebel should be spared to 
bis Comnum wealth. If there were 
any expressions or indication as to 
the feelings of the pulpits (the same 
The/elore, I say I pulpits In Kentucky which are now 



fulminating there thunderbolts against 
snsrehists and anarchism, which is 
all right, and which I approve), the 
public knew nothing of them, and If 
thers were any prayers to the Throne 
ol Grace, they svere secret prayers 
that the life of that brave citizen 
should not be spared, and that the 
man who was making the contest 
against him lor office should be his 
successor. I know whereof I speak. 
You know the character and yon 
know the conduct of the pulpits in 
your community at that time, and I 
am advised and I know that through- 
out t|ie length and breadth of the 
State ^ Kentucky, with but tew ex- 
ceptifl^, there was no condemnation 
of anarchy or anarchism, nor was 
therer (ny denuncUtloa of the assas- 
sin. 

THE PRESS' posmoir. 

In addition to that, there was a por- 
tion of yonr public press which not 
only before the cnlmlnatiou ol that 
great crime winked at It, if they did 
I ot approve and encourage, but after 
the cnlminatioa ol that offense delib- 
erately asserted that nobody knew 
and nobody could find out who the 
assassin was, and charges and conn- 
ter-ebarges were made. There were 
no tflorts OB the part of those in pow- 
er, except the civil officers of yonr 
county, to ascertain and arrest the 
guilty parties, and when the civil ol- 
ficers of this county nnderto >k to per- 
I form their duty and presented them- 
selves u(on tba Capitol square of this 
city they were confronted by an armed 
body ol men who had been gathered 
there for a purpose which nobody has 
ever attempted to explain, and which 
has been up to this time explained. 
I mention these lacts, gentlemen, be- 
cause I am determined that history 
snail be vindicated. 

MUST NOT RE POROOTTKN, 

I do not want, nor do I intend to 
far as I am concerned, that the people 
of this Commonwealth shall forget 
the great crime and outrage that has 
been perpetrated within its borders, 
and as the outcome of It these same 
people who are'now, as I said a while 
ago, fulminating their thunderbolts 
agaiast anarchists, at that time and 
ever since up to this time have been 
the great defenders ol civil liberty 
leagues and defenders and apologists 
for the armed mobs who should con- 
gregate in one end of the State and 
march to the capital city ol the Com- 
mMwealth to d^y law and order and 
the civil authorities there in power. 
Not only that, but after a grand Jury 
ol this county had made due indict- 
ments and alter a party had become a 
refugee from justice and had taken 
asylum in an adjoining Stale, the re- 
quisition of yonr Governor was per- 
emptorily rclused, and that same ref- 
ugee, assured and protected by font 
Govemois ol sister States, modes 
triumphant tour to a national political 
convention at Philadelphia, with the 
absolute assurance that during that 
journey no officer of the law should 
execute tbs processes of this court or 
should attempt to execute the pro- 
cesses issued by the Governor of yunr 
Commonwealth. 

ROOSEVXLT'S rOSITION. 

And tt is a lamentable fact, if his- 
tory be correct, and if the newspaper 
prints properly published, that the 
man who is now the second great offi- 
cer of this great nation, then the Gov- 
ernor of the State of New, York, open- 
ly and above-board assured the refu- 
gee from justice and boosted of the 
tact that it he came within his juris- 
diction he should receive ample and 
proper protection. 

These are facts that become and are 
a part oi the history not only of this 
Commonwealth, but ol the gieat na- 
tion in which we live. And after ofie 
Governor who hod refused the rcqulk- 
ition ol the Governor ol this State bod 
gone out ol office and had been suc- 
ceeded by another Governor, that oth- 
er Governor when approached by a re- 
porter of the press and asked what 
his iatentions were as to the surren- 
der ol tbut fugitive from justice from 
Kentucky, gleelnlly announced that 
the climate of Indiana was agreeing 
very piesaantly with the gentleman 
who was sojourning therein, I do not 
mention these lacts in any spirit ol 
animosity, I do not mention them 
with any feelings except a feeling that 
I desire that the majesty of ths law 
shail be vindicated. I, not only men- 
tion these lacts, but I want to men- 
tion some additional lacts. Our 
memories are short. Some of ns are 
prone to forget, and I mention the ad- 
ditional fact that there are indict- 
ments pending to-day in this court 
and they have been pending for a 
year and a half. Bench warrants af- 
ter bench warrants have been issued 
and sent to the Sheriffs of the home 
counties ol those defendants, and not 
one oi those bench warrants has been 
executed, notwithstanding the facts, 
so far as I have been able to gather, 
that those parties remain at their 
homes, can be acqn upon all public 
occasions and that the Sheriff comes 
in contact with them from month to 
month and never makes any effort to 
execute any bench warrant
